To a generation which has passed under 
the darker shadow of the World War and its 
aftermath these troubles of more than thirty 
years ago seem trivial in comparison. Yet 
Mr. Garvin has succeeded in making his

With its wealth of documentary evidence 
this volume exonerates Chamberlain from 
any complicity in the Jameson Raid, and 
throws a new and better light on his part in 
the events which led up to the South African 
War. 

The volume opens with the formation of 
Lord Salisbury’s Government of 1895, when 
Chamberlain, by his own choice, became 
Colonial Seeretary. It reveals that Cham- 
berlain, if he had desired, could have become 
Chancellor of the. Exchequer—a position both 
his sons were destined to occupy a generation 
later. | 

Instead he chose the Colonial Office. It 
was not then regarded as a position of first 
rank in any government, but it is typical of 
the man that Chamberlain made it quite the 
most important office of all, apart from the 
Peanianal : ae

THE JAMESON RAID 


So one great part of his life’s work began. 
It was not long before a shadow appeared. 
The notorious Jameson Raid took place on 
December 29, 1895. 

“H this succeeds it will ruin me,” he told 
his family at Highbury, “Í am going to 
London to crush it.”” He condemned the 
Raid as a “ flagrant piece of filibustering.”’ 

His attitude,‘ first looked upon with 
dismay, was later acclaimed by the people 
of this country. Then came the question of 
whether in reality he had had a share im the 
genesis of the Raid. On this point his 
biographer is emphatic. ‘‘He had no shadow 
of complicity with the Raid ” is Mr. Garvin's 
verdict. 

Of particular interest to this generation 
were Chamberlain’s attempts to bring about 
some form of alliance with Germany— 
repeated attempts, which ended in failure 
owing to the lack of reciprocation across the 
North Sea. During the closing years of the 
century secret negotiations were proceeding 
with Germany, initiated by this virile 
Colonial Secretary. Chamberlain had formed 
the opinion that “ splendid isolation” was a 
bankrupt policy.

THE BOER WAR 


As with the Jameson Raid, so with the 
Boer War, Mr. Garvin exonerates Chamber- 
lain from the charges frequently levelled that 
he deliberately made the war. He traces in 
full detail what appears to be a course of 
events beyond Chesherlain’s control. 

He shows, too, that Chamberlain was by 
no means a hand-in-glove tonspirator with 
Cecil Rhodes in South African affairs. ' There 
was neither liking nor affinity between 
them,” he declares. i : 

The book closes with the sweeping victories 
of the ‘‘ Khaki”’ election of 1900. It mentions 
how Chamberlain helped Mr. Winston 
Churchill, then a young man, fresh from his 
escape from the Boers, to win a seat at 
Oldham. A year earlier he had written a 
letter of introduction to Lord (then Sir 
Alfred) Milner, in which he described Mr. 
Churchill as “a very clever young fellow, 
with many of his father’s qualifications. He 
has the reputation of being bumptious, but 
I have not myself found hm so, and time 
will, no douobt, get rid of the defect, if he 
has it. . .. He hopes to be in Parliament, 
but want of means stands in his way.” 

Mr. Churchill's hopes were soon to be 
fulfilled: for, on October 2, 1900, he was able 
to write his thank to Mr: Chamberlain for 
his big share in the Oldham victory.

' THE LAND ANNUITIES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sim,—At a meeting in the Mansion House 
on November 2 General O’Duffy referred to 
the land annuities question. He is reported 
in the Jrish Times to have said :—‘‘ No 
future Government can ever hope to collect 
annuities again, and, if the Blue Shirts have 
any say in the matter, the next Government 
will not even attempt to collect them.” 
Now, every tenant who has purchased 
his holding has signed a legal docu- 
ment by which he undertook to pay 
them. Does General O'Duffy mean to 
imply that the farmers of the Irish Free 
State, as a body, will refuse to honour their 
word and their legal obligation? If so, how 
can the ruinous economic war ever be settled, 
and friendly relations be re-established with 
Great Britain? I suppose that a sum of 
something like £100,000,000 is involved. 
This immense sum was advanced to the 
tenants to enable them to become owners of 
their land in fee simple. If the people who 
borrowed the money do not pay it back, who 
is to suffer the loss of the money? It is the 
British taxpayer. Is he likely to sit down 
under this’—and is any British Government 
likely to ask him to do so? What are the 
facts? The British Government turned a blind 
eye on several breaches of the Treaty, and on 
insults to the King, hostile tariffs, and many 
other things; but when it came to refusal to 
pay the land annuities, immediately an Act 
of Parliament was passed to recover the 
annuities by crushing tariffs, which are re- 
ducing the farmers of the Irish Free State 
to bankruptcy. 
- Mr. Belton stated at the same meeting that 
“he knew that the British Government were 
repared to compromise on the ultimate 
nancial settlement of 1926.” Mr. J. H. 


‘Thomas has implied as much. Well, then, 


let us all concentrate on the policy of making 
an honest and agreed settlement with 
England. . The first condition is to 
acknowledge our obligation under the Land 
Purchase Acts. It is utterly futile to 
argue against them from the abortive Home 
Rule Act of 1920, or from the confiscations 
of Cromwell, or from the English invasion 
of the twelfth century.

But, if we admit that 
we borrowed the money and agreed to repay 
it by the instalment system—which are facts 
that cannot be denied—but that, “under 
changed circumstances, we are compelled to 
ask for some relief in regard to the debt, 
there can be no doubt that England 
would meet us in a fair and generous 
spirit. We only would be asking England 
to do unto Ireland as she would that America 
should do unto her. If England then acted 
the part of the unmerciful servant in Our 
Lord’s parable, with what face could she ask 
America to hav emercy on her? 

As to whether the land annuities are a 
just debt to England or not, I do not see 
the need of any tribunal to decide the matter 
beyond free and enlightened public discussion 
among ourselves. I never have received any 
legal training; but I am willing to discuss 
the question with, anyone from the common- 
sense view of the man-in-the-street, which is 
the view of the average farmer. It simply 
is a question as to whether a debt is in or 
not.—Yours, etc.,

S toneybatter 


While passing through Stoneybatter the 
other day I found it difficult to realise 
that this quaintly named district was 
once a village on the outskirts of Dublin. 
Yet it is on record that the inhabitants 
of Stoneybatter one hundred and fifty 
years ago were of a rustic type, quite 
different from the city people. They had 
a corn and frieze market of their own, 
and even boasted of a Maypole, which was 
the cause of serious disturbances in the 
year 1773. At that time members of the 
wealthier classes and Government officials 
had residential quarters in Prussia street, 
North Brunswick street, and Constitution 
Hill, and it was customary for revellers 
returning home from all night festivities 
in the city to refresh themselves with 
‘curds and whey ” supplied by the Cairy- 
women of Stoneybatter. The cobbled 
streets of this district, which was formerly 
known as “ Bothar-na-gCloch,’’ or the 
‘* Road of the Stones,’’ are said to have 
formed part of “ Slighe Cualann,” the 
great highway from Tara to the south, 
which passed through Ratoath, Dublin 
and Wicklow. It crossed the “Liffey at the 
“ Ford of the Hurdles,’’ where the bridge 
from Church street to Bridge street now 
stands. This ancient ford gave the name 
“ Ath-Cliath ” to the city. Stoneybatter 
is merely an Anglo-Irish corruption of the 
name given to the “ Road of the Stones,’’ 
but it has come down us with seventeen 
hundred years of history behind it. 


‘Removing Dublin's Statues > 


A friend tells me that the Ard Fheis 
of the Government Party, which will be 


conducted in the Mansion House on the 


13th and 14th of this month, will be most 
interesting ; for, apart from questions. of 
major political interest, many resolutions 
dealing with smaller, but no less con- 
tentious, matters have been forwarded for 
discussion.

A start would have to be 
made with Nelson’s Villar, a big job which 
the Corporation is afraid to face, and 
then, one supposes, St. Stephen’s Green 
would be visited. From there the extra 
workmen, who would be enrolled by the 
Board of Works, would go to the Phenix 
Park. What a job they would have on 
the Wellington Memorial! Strangely 
enough, a few months ago, when some 
coping stones fell from this monument, 
the Board of Works promptly replaced 
them. Perhaps the real object of the 
resolution is the removal of the Queen 
snag Statue from the front of Leinster 
ouse. !

Street Cleansing 


I hear that the street cleansing depart | 


ment of the Belfast Corporation has 
applied ‘to the Government of Northern 
Ireland for a grant to cover the cost of a 
new automatic gully emptying machine. 
Under the present system of street clean- 
ing in Belfast the gully holes are cleared 
out by a gang of men, who lift the gratings 
and raise the contents of the gully hole 
to the street level on a shovel. 
is heaped at the side of the street, and 
when the water has drained off it is taken 
away by a refuse cart. The new gully 
emptying machine, which consists of a 
tank and siphon mounted upon a motor 
lorry, performs the whole operation in a 
single movement, and in less than one- 
tenth of the time. When the grating is 
lifted, the stphon arm is inserted into the 
hole and the suction plant draws the con- 
tents of the gully into the tank in a few 
moments. understand that the new 
machine is extensively used on the Con- 
tinent, but Belfast has the. distinction of 
being one of the first cities to adopt the 
system in the British Isles.

VIEWS OF SUBALTERNS 


Differences of opinion between politicians 
and the leaders of the Services again emerge

“Mr. Lloyd George in 1917 appeared to 
be obsessed with the idea that the opinions 


of junior officers were of more value than 


those of their seniors. 

“In this connection I recollect, when 
Eas at a meeting of the War Cabinet in 
1017, hearing the Chief of the General Staff 
inform the Cabinet of the views of Sir 
Douglas Haig on some military operation. 

“Mr. Lloyd George interrupted, and 
said :—‘I do not agree with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief; I have a letter here from 
a subaltern in the trenches which gives an 
entirely different’ opinion.’ ”’ 

“One can gather from some books written 
since the war that there were apparently 
certain junior officers who went to, and were 
received by, Mr. Lloyd George, and who 
formulated to him ideas for dealin with the 
—— menace,’ says Lord Jellicoe, who 

$:— 

‘“ Personally, I never heard of their pro- 
posals. It is true that Mr. Lloyd George did 
make one or two suggestions to me for dealing 
with the menace, but these were of such a 
nature that they could not have emanated from 
the brains of any naval officer. 

“They were not, however, so strange as one 
sent to me in 1917 by a gentleman who said 
that the obvious solution of the danger was to 
fill the North Sea with fruit salt, which would, 
he said, force the submarines to the surface. 

“If the junior officers received by Mr. 
Lioyd George had any ideas i put forward, 
it is strange that they did not ask to see me 
or some other officer in authority.” 

One of his. difficulties in 1917, says Lord 
Jellicoe at another juncture, was to make the 
Prime Minister ach that the whole of the 
Allied cause was dependent upon the Grand 
Fleet, together with the Harwich and Dover 
forces, being in a position to hold the surface 
command of the sea. 7

DEFEAT OF THE SUBMARINE 


The measures which defeated the submarine, 
says Lord Jellicoe, were :— 

(1) The successful organisation of a com- 
plicated general convoy system for the protec- 
tion of trade; this was only made possible at 
the date eg by the entry of the United 
States into the war. 

(2) The institution of various offensive 
measures. Many of these—including the pro- 
vision of depth-charges, new-pattern mines 

á a large output from 
factories, and so took time to mature ; others, 
such as hydrophones, required experience in 
use, and others necessitated the use of vessels 
which had to be built or taken from other 
services. 

Even now the difficulty of destroying sub- 
marines is not generally realised, it is stated, 
and Lord Jellicoe says that, in November, 
1917, the Germans had some 178 submarines, 
and to overcome these there were on the 
British side :— 7 

277 destroyers, 30 sloops, 44 “P” boats, 
558 motor Jaunches, 65 “e “bhó 68 coastal 
motor boats, 49 yachts, 849 trawlers, 867 
drifters, 24 paddle mine-sweepers, 50 airships, 
194 aircraft, 77 decoy ships. | 

In addition, we laid 10,000 mines in three 

months in Heligoland Bight and the Straits 
of Dover, and 100,000 mines in the North 
Sea Barrage. By the end of 1917 Britain was 
sinking submarines at a rate practically 
equivalent to the output of new vessels, .

HOSPITAL

SECURITY FOR OVERDRAFT 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


In a summons issued by Bruce Murray, of 
Portiand House, North Circular road, 
Limerick, and Gerald E. Goodbody, of 
Woodsdown, Annacotty, Co. Limerick, as 
trustees of Barrington’s Hospitai and City 
of Limerick Infirmary, against the governors 
of that hospital, the Court was asked to 
decide whether the trustees, by direction of 
the Committee of Management of the 
hospital, were entitled f& transfer to a 
nominee of the Provincial Bank of Ireland, 
Lid., a sum of £12,190 four and a half per 
cent. Third National Loan, representing 
portion ot the duid: of the hospital, to be 
held as security for an overdraft to be 
obtained from the bank for the purpose of 
capital expenditure for the carrving out of 
extensive alterations in the hospital build- 
ings. 

Mr. Cullinan (instructed by Mr. Niall 8. 
Gafinev), who appeared for the trustees, 
said that the governors got from the 
Hospitals’ Trust a grant of £12.100. which 
they invested in 44 per vent. National Loan. 
If they deposited the script for this 45 per 
cent. National Loan with the bank, the bank 
would lend them £12,100 at 34 per cent., 
and the hospital therelv would make ore 
per cent. per annum. ‘The hospital having 
been established under a private Act of 
Parliament, the bank was not satisfied that 
what the hospital proposed to do came 
within the ambit of the Act. He submitted 
that what the hospital proposed to do did 
come within the ambit of the Act. 

Mr. Roche (instructed. by: Messrs. :Ba 8. 
Connolly and Co.). for the governors of the 
hospital, adopted Mr. Cullinan’s argument. 

Mr. Lennon (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), who appeared for the Attorney- 
General, said that, assummg that everything 
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had been dene by the hospital that should 
have been done, there was this difficulty—- 
that under the Public Hospitals Act, 1923, 
the hospital got this money from the 
Hospitals’ Trust on certain conditions and 
for a certain purpose, and there was no 
evidence before the Court what those con- 
ditions were and what the purpose was. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that that was 
a good point, which must be investigated.

Beíore the Military. Tribunal, sitting at 
Collins Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, Michael 
Herlihy and Michael Lwnch, of Little Island, 
tlanmire, Co, Cork, and Thomas Mulholland, 
of Carrytwohill, Co. Cork, were charged 
with being concerned in the cutting of trees 
on October 17th and 18th, and with member- 
ship of an illegal organisation. 

Herlihy and Lynch pléaded not guilty to 
membership of an illegal ‘association and con- 
spiracy, but pleaded guilty to the charge of 
obstructing the highway. 

Prosecuting on behalf of the Attorney- 
General, Mr. P. J, MckKnery accepted the 
plea of guilty to the charge of obstruction, 
and withdrew the other charges. 

Repiying to the President, Herlihy and 
Lynch stated that they were prepared to 
give a guarantee that there would be no 
repetition of the offence. 

Sentence was. deferred, and the accused 
men where ordered to enter into recognisances 
before a District Justice on their own security 
of £10 to keep the peace for two years. 

Addressing the Court in respect of the 
charge against Mulholland, who pleaded not 
guilty, Mr. McEnery said that the man who 
kept behind the scenes and promoted and 
secured the commission of offences was worse 
in a number of cases than the person who 
actually committed the offence. Such a pet- 
son sheltered behind the open guilt of the 
person he incited, and it was often impossible 
to bring home to him the punishment of his 

wilt. 

Michael Lynch, who stated he was a mem- 
ber of the League of Youth, gave evidence 
that on the night of October 17 he assisted in 
an attempt to cut a tree. They did not 
succeed that night so they returned on the 
following night. On the morning of Octo- 
ber 17 he met Mulholland, who said, “ You 
have got to cut a tree to-night.”’ 

Mr. McEnery—Did yon cut the tree at 
Mulholland’s suggestion ?7— No.

T.D. RIDICULES “BOYCOTT 
BRITISH ” 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 


A recommendation that the Board pur- 
chase a boiler from Messrs. Herbert 
Morris, Ltd., England, for £103 gave rise 
to a discussion at Cork AMarbour Board 
to-day, Mr, A. J. Magennis presiding. 

Mr. J. Fitzgerald commented on the 
failure to obtain quotations from conti- 
nental firms, and said that last Friday he 
saw a confidential document issued over 
the name of the Federation of British 
Industries, in which it was stated that 
their Irish adviser drew attention to “ the 
very serious conditions ’’ obtaining in this 
country, and advised restriction of Irish 
credit. If that treatment was going to be 
given them it was the Board’s duty to see 
that every effort was made to place its 
business elsewhere. 

Alderman Anthony, T.D., said the 
Morris boilers were among the best pro- 
ducts known to the engineering industry. 
The suggestion that anything in the 
nature of shoddy imported from the Con- 
tinent would be good enough so long as it 
did not emanate from Britain was absurd. 
“ Do we ever think,” he asked, “of the 
numbers of our people who find employ- 
ment abroad, and the numbers of Cork- 
men finding employment in Great Britain? 
Only recently a number of young persons 
from Mr.  Fitzgerald’s native town 
emigrated to Britain to go-to work there 
and obtain the living they could not get 
in Cove.’’ Did the members of the 
Tourist Development Association, who? 
were preseat, he asked, consider that the 
slogans on the walls ‘* Boycott British °’ 
were calculated to induce tourists to visit 
the country? It was rubbish, nonsense, 
and piffle, 

Mr. Fitzgerald withdrew his opposition, 
and the Committee’s recommendation to 
purchase the British manufactured boiler 
was accordingly adopted.

The subject for debate at last night's 
opening meeting of the College Historical 
Society was a timely choice; for the 
Saorstdt’s universities have been thrust 
into an undesirable limelight during this 
year, On the one hand, their right of 
separate representation in Dúil Eireann 
is abolished. On the other, the public 
has been reminded with increasing force- 
fulness that, as things are to-day, the 
possession of a university degree is a 
positive handicap to the young man who 
seeks a career in politics or business. 
Much sense and much nonsense were 
talked during the Dáil debates on the 
Universities Bill earlier in this year, an¢ 
it is fitting that the Auditor of the oldest 


‘college society in these islands should try 
to fit the universities.into their proper 
‘place in the national scheme. Mr. J. W. 
_ Wellwood's address was thoughtful and, 
‘in certain respects, novel. He dismisses 
at once the modern conception of a 
university as a superior technical school ; 
the old-fashioned view of it as a place 
where a few men maintain the torch of 
while the vast 
majority merely spends a few years there 
as a pleasant interlude between school and

Interim elections, robbed of the glamour 
that attends the choice of the President, 
tend to hia with local, rather than with 
national, issuers, and candidates who got 
their seats on the strength of a national 
appeal are likely to lose them to men who 
can promise more to their own district. 
As voters are only human beings, there 
also is bound to be a feeling of disillusion- 
ment after two years of any government, 
and electoral promises will be contrasted 
with performance. The latter considera- 
tion was of great weight in the present 
elections; for the “New Deal ' has not 
yet Brought Americans within sight of 
that Promised Land towards which it 
began to lead them two years ago. Yet 
President Roosevelt is winning. His Demo- 
cratic Party seems to be assured of a two- 
thirds majority in the new Senate, and 
it is holding its own in the elections for 
the Lower House. This victory is signi- 
ficant when we consider how the tide 
seemed to be turning against the National 
Recovery plan. From outside America it 
has been difficult to judge the national 
temper; but the growing unemployment, 
the great strike in the textile industry 
and the many symptoms of industrial 
trouble all appeared to show that the 
N.R.A. was becoming unpopular. The 
elections, however, prove that the people 
still pin their faith to it. No doubt, the 
results are due partly to Mr. Roosevelt's 
own personal appeal and to his reputation

It must try to provide work for the 
graduate, in order that young men may 
not become discouraged and cease to 
enter the universities. Thus at last the 
university will become an integral part 
of the nation, and will contribute in full 
measure to the nation’s well-being. It 
will be essential to the nation, inasmuch 
as ho grave step can be taken by the 
statesmen until they will have received 
information and advice from the scholars ; 
yet it will be detached from the State by 
reason of its very impartiality and the 
inability of any faction, in or out of 
power, to control its judgments. This 
impartiality is stressed by Mr. Wellwood, 
who holds that it may be encouraged by 
the abolishing of university representation 
in Dáil Eireann. We can understand, 
indeed, that in the somewhat 
future, wherein Mr. Wellwood's conception 
of the university may become a reality, 
the national assembly would be a highly 
unsuitable place for such scholars as he 
envisages ; but ought the first step towards 
government by trained minds to be 
the removal of trained minds from the 
one place in which at present they possess 
any voice? 

We must admire the thoroughness and 
depth of the Auditor's conception, while 
we lament the chilly prospect that he 
unfolds. His views coincide with those 
‘of President de Valera, yn so far as both 
believe that the University’s function is 
to produce specialists—a doctrine which 
is amplified very practically by the 
President. Tradition, liowever, is a potent 
influence—in our island a vital influence ; 
and the Auditor’s argument must involve 
a complete breach with tradition. Not 
long ago another speaker from Trinity 
College hankered after the old idea of the 
university as a haunt of peace, a haven of 
quiet learning for the sake of learning, 
a place where the rich humanities progress 
undisturbed amidst the twirl and haste 
of a rushing world. It is hard to break 
with this concept, and, we believe, it 
would be undesirable. Admittedly, know- 
ledge rules and is sacrosanct in Mr. 
Wellwood’s idea of a university; but it 
is cold, hard, practical knowledge—useful, 
perhaps, to an infinitely higher degree 
than the old scholarship, but so efficient, 
so businesslike, so reminiscent of the 
Government department that it must over- 
flow and annihilate the old concept, with 
all the warmth and colour whieh it has 
contributed to the life of mankind.

Flying Food 


‘A man who has fallen down an entire 
flight of stairs will contemplate without 
enthusiasm the paroxysms of laughter 
which tend to assail witnesses of the 
incident. It appears incredible to him 
that people can derive so much amuse- 
ment from the sight of another human 


being in extremis—until he is the spectator 
of a cyclist struggling with tram lines. 
It is, indeed, an adverse comment on our 
civilisation that nothing is so funny as 
the other man in difficulties. Proof of 
this fact is afforded by a light-hearted 
article from a special correspondent of the 
Morning Post. The catering manager of 
Imperial Airways, in an expansive 
moment, gave this correspondent certain 
details about the destructive effect ce“ 
various kinds of food on air travellers, 
and his jocular delivery might be distaste- 
ful to many who have suffered above the 
English Channel. It seems that cauli- 
flower is the Wandering Jew of the air. 
No one will harbour it for a period ex- 
ceeding ten minutes, and its unpopularity 
is said to be due to its distinctive smell. 
There are a number of other commodities 
which will produce instant collapse, and 
among them is black coffee, that trusted 
stand-by of every traveller. This revela- 
tion will go far to increase the, anxieties 
of passengers by air. Colour plays an 
important part im the choice of retainable 
foods, and green and red is accepted as 
the best combination. The reason for this 
curious fact is obscure, though more com 
prehensible is the catering manager's 
conviction that foods of a yellow tinge 
should be barred. Men, apparently, are 
prone to provide more amusement than 
women; for they can assume a deathly 
white shade with greater facility, though 
women score more heavily in the long run, 
since their handling of the dénowement is 
said to be planned on broader lines. There 
is, unfortunately, nothing to be done to 
counteract this weakness in the constitu- 
tion.

The President said that there was a 


wide feeling that the universities to-day | 
are not properly fulfilling their functions. ' 


A number of people were making a very 
large mistake of confounding the work 
which a university may do with the work 
which the whole educational system may 
do. Much of the thought which related 
to universities was really dealing with the 
aims and functions of the secondary and 
primary schools. 
‘The day is past when the university 
could be depended upon to give us that 
general degree of culture which modern 
life requires,’ said the President. “the 
difference between the ordinary secondary 
school and the university is this: When a 
young man about the age of eighteen 
goes to the university, he has at the time 
asked himself the question: ‘How am I 


going to get a living?’ That thought is, 


going to dominate all his work. He has, 
therefore, in order to fit himself for the 
life which he feels is ahead, to specialise, 
and that need of specialisation prevents, 
in my opinion, the university from meet- 
ing other requirements which those who 
speak of what a university should do 
have largely in mind. It is a complaint 
that the modern universities should really 
be called ‘ schools ot technology.’ 

“Phat may be. There is no doubt that 
we can separate from the university these 
‘professional and technological depart- 
ments, and leave a central core of art, 
if we choose. This might correspond 
to the old idea of university ; but who can 
afford to benefit from that purely liberal 
education which is suggested? I say very 
few. Consequently we must make up our 
minds that, if there are to be formal 
teaching, lectures and so on for young men 
from the ages of 18 to 22 or so, they must 
have direct relation to the sphere of life 


in which they expect afterwards to be 


occupied. That is certain.

“The problem is how can you, with

The Committee was ccn- 
sidering means of dealing with the Irish 
Hospitals’ Sweepstake when Mr. Jones 
announced that he had a book of lottery 
tickets in his pocket, and if he could 
not sell them all he would buy. the 
remainder.’ In a little while he told the 
House: ‘‘I ‘hays sold four of them.” The 
House laughed, and the laughter was 
renewed when a moment later ‘a Conserva- 
time member shouted: “Put me down for 
two.’”’ 
Mr. A. R. Wise (Conservative), at the 
outset, moved an amendment, the effect of 
which, he said, would be that only per- 
sons actually engaged in the distribution 
or sale of lottery tickets would be liable 
to penalties. In spite of all efforts at 
suppression, large numbers of people 
would continue to buy tickets in lotteries 
such as the Irish Sweepstakes, and prohi- 
bition would only increase the numbers of 
those desiring to buy.

e Home Secretary (Sir John 
Gilmour) pointed out that domiciliary 
search could only be carried out if the 
magistrate was satisfied as to the existence 
of tickets for distribution on a large 
seale. The effect of the amendment would 
be to prevent the police from proceeding 
in cases where a man might have ten 
thousand tickets in his possession. 

Mr. Churchill asked on whom the onus 
of proof would lie. 

The Solicitor-General (Sir Donald 
Somervell)—On the prosecution. 

Sir William Davison suggested that the 
maximum number of tickets a man might 
have in his possession should be specified 
in the bill—say, one hundred. Otherwise 
a man who only had six would be liable 
to penalties. 

Mr. Churchill agreed that this was a 
reasonable suggestion. 

The Solicitor-General said that if the 
clause was altered in the manner proposed 
it would make a serious hole in the 
powers necessary to deal with illegal 
lotteries.

Mr. Herbert Williams (Conservative) 
moved the deletion of the section which 
makes it an offence to print, publish or 
distribute any advertisement of a lottery, 
or any matter descriptive of the drawing, 
or any list of prize-winners. He said that 
he was moving the amendment on behalf of 
Mr. Storey, President of the Newspaper 
Society. The Press was naturally per- 
turbed that a new principle of this kind 
should be inserted in an Act of Parliament. 
No doubt it was true that the people in 
Ireland were taking away from us, by 
means of the sweepstakes, as much as 
they ought to be paying to us in the sha 
of land annuities, and many of them would 
like to stop it. The only way to do that 
was to provide an alternative in this 
country. What they objected to in the 
clause was the provision which prevented 
the papers from publishing a fact. The 
mere publication of the fact that there was 
to be a draw in Dublin before the next 
Derby would become a crime, That was an 
appalling invasion of the liberty to dis- 
seminate news. No doubt, if Mr. Jack 
Jones won £30,000 in the next Irish sweep- 
stake he would be only too glad if the 
newspapers were prohibited from publish- 
fing the fact, because his constituents in 
Silvertown would not be quite so pressing

The Home Secretary said that the clause 
was simply carrying out the decision on this 
subject which the House came to yesterday. 

The clause was carried by 187 votes to 58. 

On Clause 28, which fixes the penalties for 
offences under the bill, 

Mr. Churchill commented upon’ the heavy 
penalties—up to a fine of £500 antl imprison- 
ment for a year. There was, he contended, 
not the slightest moral foundation for this 
invasion of the liberty of the people. . An 
injury was being done to our national life 
without the slightest warrant or justification. 

Sir William Davison—The penalties are 
savage. 

The Home Secretary said that the Govern- 
ment thought it right to make it clear to 
the country that offences under the bill were 
of a very grave character. The penalties 
were, however, maximum penalties, aud in 
most cases would not be imposed. He 
promised to reconsider the matter before the 
Report: stage. .

‘BRITISH MINISTER'S VIEWS 


Physical jerks for the nation was. advo- 
cated by gir Hilton Young, the British 
Minister of Health, on Tuesday evening in 
a speech before the British Medical Associa- 
tion. 

Speaking as the guest of the evening at 
a dinner at B.M.A. House, London, Sir il- 
ton asked the doctors whether it was not 
within their knowledge that we lagged be- 
hind in the physical culture of our nation. 

Nothing could bold more hope for the im- 
provement of the physique of the British 


i race, he said, than the development of modern 


methods of physical calture. If we looked 
abroad we saw how deeply the unities 
for development of this sogt entered into 
the finest aspirations of our neighbours on 
the Continent and in America. Physical 
culture was part of their social structure to 
which they pinned their hopes of the future. 
“We all w,’’ he pi eeded, ‘the in- 
dividualism of the English youth of both 
sexes, which makes them suspicious of the 
joint action required to get the best out of 
hysical culture. But might we not at 
least try and see if we could not make as 
good a thing out of it as our neighbours? 
“You "added Sir Hilton, ‘' may 


“be able to tell us how to advance in this 


direction, how not to lag behind our friendly 
rivals. It is to be dome through the local 
authorities by voluntary associations, and 
can the Government help’ If so, how is it 
to be done’? There are, I am sure, un- 
developed opportunities of the sort for co- 


operation.

President Leguia w ay 
also sent to the same island. After his 
release, Mr. Gubbins attempted to release 
his‘ uncle, ex-President Leguia, . from hig 
prison in Lima and save his life.. He failed, 
and was again imprisoned. This time he was| 
sent to a de 
Ancon, where he was kept for a whole vear 
in solitary confinement: until’ November, 1932, 
when he was exiled. 

Mr. Gubbins then decided to come to 
England, and made Liverpool his temporary 
home. While he had been. in ‘prison his 
uncle, the ex-President Leguia, died in a 
prison hospital, after having. been more than 
500 days imprisoned in a small cell, twelve 
feet. square. 

Mr. Gubbins bas spent his period of exile 
travelling in Ireland, Scotland, England and 
the principal European countries. During his 
tour he was received by. President de Valera, 
and when. in Munich was given a special 
reception at the Brown House, the head- 
quarters of the Nazis. . He was presented 
with Herr Hitler’s bust in bronze. 

Mr. Gubbins is the managing-director of 
Messrs. Gubbins and Co., of Lima, Peru, 
exporters of sugar, cotton and wool, and it 
is an ambition of his to develop the trade 
between Peru and Great Britain. He has 
extensive business relations with very im- 
portant firms of Liverpool and London. 

Although he has always refused to act in 
politics, his only intervention being that of 
attempting to save ex-President Leguia’s life, 
Mr. Gubbins will stand. for the Presidency of 
Peru in the next election, backed by’ the 
fcllowers of his late uncle. 

His wife and six. children—one. of them 
born in England in 1921—have remained in 
Peru, and Mr, Gubhins will rejoin them 
after nearly four years of forced separation.

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THE NAVAL TALKS 
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NO NEW PHOPOSALS 

No definite new proposals were put 
forward on either side when the British 
and Japanese delegates in the naval con- 
versations met at the House of Commons

GRANTS TO OWNERS OF 
LAND

The Free State Bureau of Information, 
Dublin, states that the Minister for Lands 
desires to draw the gpecial attention of private 
persons and public bodies to the recently 
devised scheme of free grants for tree plant- 
ing or replanting. These free grants can be 
obtained on the following conditions :i— —. 

(1) The minimum area of plantation eligible 
for a grant is five Statute acres. 

(2) A plantation covering not less than five 
Statute acres established by one or more 
occupiers within a specified area shall also 
be eligible for a grant, provided that no 
constituent portion of the plantation is less 
than one Statute acre, and that the full 
acreage is planted in the same season. 

(3) The maximum amount of any grant will 
be £4 per Statute acre, payable as follows :— 

(ay £3 an acre within six mouths of the 
completion of the plantation; and 

(b) £1 per acre five years after the first 
payment,
